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INTRODUCTION 


The  search  for  our  ancestor's  parentage,  his  family  connections  and 
the  place  of  his  residence  in  England  has  continued  without  any  success. 
Although  Alfred  Alder  Doane  included  in  THE  DOANE  FAMILY 
(1902)  considerable  information  about  the  Done  family  of  Tarporley, 
Cheshire,  Eng.,  he  did  not  find  any  documentary  evidence  of  John 

Doane’s  connection  with  it.  1326990 


The  best  modern  account  of  John  Doane  of  Plymouth  and  Eastham 
can  be  found  in  Mary  Walton  Ferris’  THE  DAWES-GATES  ANCES¬ 
TRAL  LINES,  vol.  2,  p.  299-313.  Mrs.  Ferris  worked  hard  to  discover 
more  facts  about  John  Doane,  but,  aside  from  two  deeds  which  Mr. 
Edward  L.  Smith  supplied  to  her,  she  uncovered  nothing  of  significance. 
These  deeds  pertain  to  his  wife  and  will  be  discussed  later. 


Our  ancestor  was  generally  called  “Mr.  John  Done"  in  the  records 
of  Plymouth  Colony.  The  Puritans  used  that  title  only  when  it  was 
truly  merited  for  they  regarded  it  as  a  title  of  respect  rather  than 
merely  a  courteous  mode  of  address.  In  one  record  our  ancestor  called 
himself  “John  Done,  Gent.”  and  in  another  “John  Done,  Gent.  Tayler.” 
Since  he  was  a  man  of  integrity  it  does  not  seem  probable  that  he 
would  have  used  these  titles  lightly  or  without  reason.  They  suggest, 
therefore,  that  he  was  of  good  blood  and  that  he  had  been  apprenticed 
to  the  Merchant  Taylors  Company.  A  search  of  the  records  of  that 
great  London  guild  has  not  disclosed  his  name  as  an  apprentice. 
However,  a  John  Done  was  one  of  those  who  played  the  lute  and  helped 
to  furnish  the  music  for  a  banquet  in  the  Merchant  Taylor’s  Hall 
which  was  attended  by  King  James  I,  his  Queen  and  Prince  Henry  in 
1607.  The  lutists  received  40  shillings  apiece,  which  was  good  pay  in 
those  days.  Our  John  was  about  17  years  old  at  that  time,  so  one 
wonders  if  he  was  sufficiently  accomplished  on  the  lute  to  have 
commanded  such  pay.  He  might  have  been  a  member  of  such  a  guild 
in  some  other  city,  perhaps  in  Chester.  Soon  after  his  arrival  in 
Plymouth  he  was  elected  to  the  Governor’s  Council  and  was  put  on  a 
committee  to  revise  the  laws  of  the  Colony.  This  implies  that  he  had 
some  education  and  perhaps  some  knowledge  of  the  law.  His  name 
has  not  been  found  in  the  lists  of  students  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 
Perhaps  he  attended  the  University  of  Edinburgh  or  Trinity  College, 
Dublin?  Perhaps  he  studied  at  the  Inns  of  Court  in  London,  where 
he  would  have  acquired  knowledge  of  law? 
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Mr.  A.  A.  Doane,  on  page  16  of  THE  DOANE  FAMILY,  stated 
that  “His  wife’s  name  appears  as  Abigail.”  This  is  an  error,  un¬ 
doubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  Abigail  Doane  attested  the  correctness 
of  the  inventory  of  his  estate  in  1686.  However,  a  careful  comparison 
of  the  clause  in  his  will  dated  in  1678  (p.  16)  by  which  he  bequeathed 
his  house  and  the  upland  meadow,  etc.,  to  his  wife,  and  the  deed 
(p.  15)  whereby  he  gave  to  his  daughter  Abigail,  exactly  the  same 
property,  justifies  the  conclusion  that  his  wife  died  between  1678  and 
1681,  and  that  it  was  his  daughter  Abigail  who  attested  the  inventory 
of  his  property.  Abigail  did  not  marry  until  she  was  sixty,  five  years 
after  the  death  of  her  father.  The  two  deeds,  mentioned  above,  which 
wrere  found  in  the  land  records  of  Eastham,  disclose  that  John  Doane’s 
wife  in  1648  was  named  Ann.  She  apparently  died  and  he  married 
again  before  1659,  when  his  wife  was  called  “Mistris  Lydia  Done.” 
Ann  was  probably  the  mother  of  his  children — -it  should  be  noted  that 
John  Doane,  Jr.,  the  eldest  son,  named  his  first  daughter  Ann. 

To  return  for  a  moment  to  the  place  of  John  Doane’s  origin. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  Cape  Cod  town  of  which  he  was  one  of  the 
chief  proprietors  and  where  he  spent  the  last  days  of  his  life  is  called 
Eastham.  There  is  an  area  near  London,  Eng.,  called  East  Ham;  and 
there  is  a  parish  in  Cheshire  called  Eastham,  which  is  about  ten  miles 
northwest  of  Chester.  In  the  parish  records  of  Eastham,  Cheshire, 
which  are  extant  only  after  1598,  a  “Nanie  Done”  is  recorded  as 
having  been  buried  in  November  1609.  It  is  the  only  appearance  of 
the  name  until  long  after  John  Doane  came  to  New  England.

“Are  we  entitled  to  use  a  coat-of-arms?”  is  frequently  asked.  Until 
John  Doane’s  parentage  and  his  connection  with  an  armigerous  family 
are  established,  we  are  not  entitled,  under  English  law,  to  display  a 
coat-of-arms,  even  though  A.  A.  Doane,  in  his  book,  reproduced  those 
of  the  Done  family  of  Tarporley  and  of  the  Irish  family.  Possibly  some 
member  of  the  family,  who  can  afford  the  fees  and  is  sufficiently 
interested,  will  apply  to  the  College  of  Arms  in  London  for  a  confirma¬ 
tion  of  the  arms,  or  rather  a  grant  to  the  descendants  of  “Mr.  John 
Done,  of  Plymouth,  Gent.”  Sir  Anthony  Wagner,  Richmond  Herald, 
at  the  College  of  Arms,  has  indicated  that  it  would  not  be  difficult 
to  obtain  at  least  a  grant. 
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“What  does  our  name  mean?”  is  another  question  which  is  asked. 
It  is  one  of  those  surnames  which  derive  from  a  feature  in  local 
topography.  It  means  hill.  The  word  dune,  as  the  sand  dunes  of  north¬ 
ern  Indiana,  is  the  same  word  in  another  spelling.  Also  the  English 
word  down,  as  in  the  poetic  phrase  “high  on  the  downs  at  dawn,” 
refers  to  the  hills  or  uplands.  In  the  great  land  survey  of  England, 
made  in  1085-86  at  the  command  of  William  the  Conqueror  and 
called  the  Domesday  Survey,  there  is  listed  a  place  called  Done  in 
Tarporley,  Cheshire,  about  thirteen  miles  from  Chester.  The  Done 
family  of  Tarporley  doubtless  got  its  surname  from  this  area,  for  it 
later  was  called  Utkinton  and  their  seat  was  called  Utkinton  Hall. 
The  name  was  probably  used  originally  to  distinguish  a  man  whose 
Christian  name  was  common  in  the  locality  from  others  of  the  same 
given  name,  for  that  was  one  of  the  ways  in  which  surnames  came 
to  be  used.  Except  in  very  rare  instances,  surnames  were  not  used 
before  the  middle  of  the  11th  century,  a  decade  or  so  before  the 
Domesday  survey,  and  they  did  not  become  established  for  another  two 
centuries.  Done  seems  to  have  become  the  family  surname  in  Tarporley 
by  the  end  of  the  12th  century.  “But  what  about  the  ‘a’  in  the  name? 
How  does  that  come  about?”  That  letter  crept  in  after  the  ‘o’  to 
insure  the  pronounciation  of  the  ‘o’  as  long,  just  as  it  occurs  in  words 
such  as  road  and  names  like  Sloan.

Only  those  who  have  attempted  to  compile  a  comprehensive  genealogy 
of  a  family  as  widely  dispersed  as  ours  realize  how  much  work  goes 
into  gathering  the  records  and  arranging  them  for  publication,  how 
many  letters  have  to  be  written  to  clear  up  ambiguous  or  contradictory 
statements,  how  difficult  it  is  to  read  handwriting,  how  hard  it  is  to 
reconcile  records.  We  who  have  tried  to  put  into  standard  form  the 
records  which  have  been  sent  for  the  Supplement  can  now  appreciate 
what  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  Mr.  A.  A.  Doane  did  and  marvel 
that  he  had  the  time.  We  pay  this  tribute  to  his  memory:  with  great 
devotion  and  industry  he  preserved  in  print  many  family  records  which 
could  not  be  found  today;  and  to  him  the  family  owes  a  great  debt 
of  gratitude.

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EDITORIAL  NOTE 

After  Alfred  Alder  Doane  sent  his  manuscript  of  THE  DOANE 
FAMILY  to  the  printers  in  1902,  he  immediately  began  to  assemble 
material  for  a  second  volume.  This  material,  which  we  will  refer  to 
in  this  Supplement  as  the  A.  A.  Doane  Papers,  is  now  in  our  hands, 
together  with  a  great  many  letters,  charts  and  family  records  which 
have  come  to  the  Doane  Family  Association  or  its  Historians  during 
the  past  fifty  years.  Although  this  material  is  incomplete  and  unedited, 
it  would  appear  that  another  volume  as  large  as  the  1902  DOANE 
FAMILY  could  be  made  from  it. 

With  such  a  vast  amount  of  material  on  which  to  draw,  it  has  been 
difficult  to  make  a  selection  for  this  first  Supplement.  In  some  cases, 
the  entries  represent  families  who,  after  furnishing  fairly  well-organized 
information,  were  among  the  earliest  to  subscribe  to  the  Supplement. 
The  widespread  geographical  distribution  is  representative  of  the  family 
as  a  whole,  with  entries  for  families  living  in  the  New  England  home 
country  of  the  Doanes,  in  Canada,  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey, 
in  the  Midwest,  in  Louisiana,  and  in  California.  The  Supplement  has 
been  more  hospitable  to  female  lines  than  is  usual  in  genealogy  be¬ 
cause  so  many  of  the  most  loyal  and  active  members  of  the  Association 
have  joined  through  such  lines. 

A.  A.  Doane  in  THE  DOANE  FAMILY  adopted  a  policy  of  uniform 
spelling  for  the  name  Doane.  When  our  records  show  that  a  particular 
family  spells  the  name  Doan,  which  is  generally  characteristic  of  the 
descendants  of  Daniel3,  we  have  attempted  to  follow  usage.  But  we 
realize  that  even  among  brothers  and  sisters  there  is  not  always 
conformity  in  the  spelling. 

Each  entry,  as  will  be  seen,  has  been  given  a  new  serial  number, 
SI,  S2,  etc.,  which  can  be  used  as  a  reference  by  anyone  who  has 
further  additions  or  corrections  to  make.  The  new  serial  number  is 
followed  by  an  exact  citation  to  A.  A.  Doane’s  THE  DOANE  FAMILY. 
Certain  family  lines,  of  course,  have  not  yet  found  a  connecting  link 
to  this  book.  We  will  not  include  these  in  the  first  few  supplements 
as  we  are  confident  their  lost  forefathers  will  eventually  become  known 
when  we  get  more  of  our  material  into  print.  Even  in  this  Supplement 
I  we  have  been  able  to  use  material  provided  by  long  separated 
members  of  the  family,  with  the  result  that  some  readers  will  first 
learn  here  of  their  exact  descent  from  Deacon  John  Doane. 

Supplement  I  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  but  in  the  struggle  of 
preparing  it  for  publication  much  has  been  learned  which  will  help  us 
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do  better  in  subsequent  supplements.  We  hope  that  family  records, 
as  complete  and  accurate  as  possible,  will  continue  to  come  to  us.
